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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1.172(a) as lacking the written consent of 
all assignees owning an undivided interest in the patent. The consent of the assignee must be in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.172. See MPEP § 1410.01. 

A proper assent of the assignee in compliance with 37 CFR 1.172 and 3.73 is required in 
reply to this Office action. 

2. The original patent, or a statement as to loss or inaccessibility of the original patent, must 
be received before this reissue application can be allowed. See 37 CFR 1.178.

4. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 37 CFR 
1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. 

The declaration does not identify the features of the disclosed embodiment that they 
apparently failed to originally appreciate. The declaration must also identify specific features of 
the claims that are associated with the allegedly disclosed, but not originally claimed, 
embodiment of the present invention. A general statement of the basis of the error or that 
applicant failed to include the following claims is not an acceptable statement of an error. 
Specific changes or amendments to the claims must be pointed out. See MPEP § 1414. 

5. Claims 1-17 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 
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Specification 

6. The amendment filed December 22, 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: col. 4, lines 39-50. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 8-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The disclosure must describe the claimed invention with all its limitations. See Tronzon 
v. Biomet Inc. , (Fed. Cir. 1998); Lockwood v American Airlines Inc. , (Fed. Cir. 1997). 

The invention, as originally filed, mentioned nothing about the securing means defining a 
vent 22a to direct heat for release through the top of the exposed portions of the hot iron. 
Additionally side release vents 22 were not disclosed as acting in conjunction with the top vent 
in order to facilitate more rapid heat dissipation through the sides and top. 

9. Claims 1-17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being based upon new matter added to the 
patent for which reissue is sought. The added material which is not supported by the prior patent 
is as follows: See paragraphs 6 & 8 above. 
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REPLY BY APPLICANT OR PATENT OWNER TO THIS OFFICE ACTION 

10. "In order to be entitled to reconsideration or further examination, the applicant or patent 
owner must reply to every ground of objection and rejection in this Office action. The reply must 
present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions believed to render the claims, including 
any newly presented claims, patentable over any applied references. The applicant 's or patent 
owner 's reply must appear throughout to be a bona fide attempt to advance the application or 
the reexamination proceeding to final action. A general allegation that the claims define a 
patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably 
distinguishes them from the references does not comply with the requirements of this section . 
The reply must be reduced to writing (emphasis added) 5 ', see 37 CFR 1.1 1 1 (b) & (c), M.P.E.P. 
714.02. 

Pointing out specific distinctions means clearly indicating in the written response what 
features/elements or distinctions have been added to the claim/claims, where support is found in 
the specification for such recitations and how these features are not shown, taught, obvious or 
inherent in the prior art. 

If no amendments are made to claims as applicant or patent owner believes the claims 
are patentable without further modification, the reply must distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the examiner 5 s action and must respond to every ground of objection and 
rejection jn the prior Office Action in the same vain as given above, 37 CFR 1.111 (b) & (c), 
M.P.E.P. 714.02. 

The examiner also points out, due to the change in practice as affecting final rejections, 
older decisions on questions of prematureness of final rejection or admission of subsequent 
amendments do not necessarily reflect present practice. "Under present practice, second or any 
subsequent actions on the merits shall be finah except where the examiner introduces a new 
ground of rejection that is neither necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims nor based 
on information submitted in an information disclosure statement filed during the period set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.97(c)" (emphasis mine), see MPEP 706.07(a).
